He has gone to such extremes 
that the oresident has been compelled 
to rebuke him and call a halt on hia 
proceedings. 
The Pennsylvania poo- 


ban recently sent out circulars calling 


on the federal officeholders for cam- 


aign contributions to 'help Cousin 


Sam. 
The civil service commission 


called the president's attention to this 
iolation of the law, which clearly pro- 
libits senators, representatives, or any 
officer or employee of any department 
of the government, from directly or 
ndirectly soliciting or receiving politi- 
cal contributions from federal employ- 
ees. One provision of the law is as fol- 


.owa : 


"That no officer, clerk or other per- 


son in the service of the United States 
shall, directly or indirectly, give or 
.and over to any other officer, clerk or 
person in the service of the United 
States, or to any senator or member 
of the houaeof representatives or terri- 
torial delegate, any money or other 
valuable thirg on account of or to be 
ipplied to the promotion of any politi- 
cal object whatever." 


In accordance with this provision, 


President Roosevelt, a few days ago, 
issued the following notification and 
warning: 


•I hereby call the attention of all 


officers and employees in the federal 
service to the foregoing opinion and 
warn them that the provisions of law 
aa therein construed are to be by them 
obeyed and enforced. Any official in 
the 
federal 
service may 
without 


jeopardy to his official standing con- 
tribute or not, exactly as he pleases 
provided he obeys the sections of the 
civil service act above-referred to." 


Surely the suffragists of the state 


cannot afford to endorse the unlawful 
acts of Qaay by voting for his candi- 
date and ousin, Pennypacker, who 
thinks the Pennsylvania boss is great- 
er than Henry Clay or Daniel Webster.

NEW YOKK, October 88.—To settle the 


strike if possible in New York city, a 
meeting1 was called Saturday night for 
all classes of labor to see if the strike 
could not be ended. It was one ol the 
fairest and clearest representatives of 
labor and capital that has evrr been 
held in this city. 
Every man, hi?h 


and low. bad his say, without any in- 
terruption. A leader among the great 
coal operators opaned tha business of 
the night; it was given in such a way 
tl'at there was no misunderstanding it 
It was a story that every laboring man 
might lay to his heart, a story which 
no operator could forget. It told of a 
poor boy who came to New York city 
to seek his fortune, nearly fifty years 
ago; he had played around the rail- 
road yards till he almost knew all the 
laboring men. It wasn't long before 
he was induced to take the position of 
assistant locomotive fireman. He work1 


ed fairly; he was 
always 
work 


ing to better his situation and he final- 
ly reached the position of engineer 
He was still looking forward, nothing 
was too tiring for him to reach and 
eventually he was promoted to conduct 
or. The executive board noticed his 
zeal in behalf of the company's work, 
and one day, to his surprise, he was 
elected to the position of chief directo, 
of the road and all it contained; and 
that his zeal might not lead him to 
mistakes, they presented him with a 
purse of forty thousand dollars, that 
he might not be impeded in his work 
for want of cash, and to-day he stands 
at the head of all the company's works, 
the highest possible position that the 
company could give; that fortunate 
gentleman now stands before you 
What better story could have been told 
of an immigrant miner's life.. When 
a boy comes to New York 
with 


no friends or money it seems as though 
there was little or no chance for his 
success. But he was a boy ready to 
fight the battle of life, which at that 
time was one fierce struggle for su- 
premacy. Every step he took wa3 an 
advance of honest endeavor; he asked 
nobody to do his work for him, 
all he wanted was a 
fair 
chance 


to labor, and of that success. He was 
leaving God and his fellow men to be 
the judges. 


"It is not true, my fellow workmen, 


that any man laboring with his heart 
and brain could always succeed in 
the phenomenal manner that I have 
done, but constantly things are turning 
up which would advance any man's 
fortune if he was able to take advant- 
age of the opportunity." 


He invited any of the audience to 


speak out and tell their fellow work- 
men of their opportunities. One said 
he only received 812 a week,which was 
barely enough to keep body and soul 
together, and he had been with the 
company nearly forty years. He was 
sick several years ago and was entirely 
unable to work, but during his sickness 
the company paid him his salary every 
week, never deducting a dollar for a 
whole year, so that he felt very grate- 
ful and would not leave them. What 
can resist an appeal like this? It has 
been said time and again that corpo- 
rations have neither soul nor body. 
The longer hours employed by railroad 
men and those who work with express 
companies are very laborious and exact- 
ing, so that the men did not complain 
of the pay so much as the long hours 
of labor. 


Here was one man who spoke up who 


had hardly seen the face of his younger 
children. He left Ms home at So'eloek 
in the morning, labored all through the 
day and worked continuously until 


10.30 
in 
the night. 
These long 


hours prevented anything like social 
enjoyment at home. He had been with 
the company which he waa employed 
with for twenty-five years, and while 
the wages were not high they were 
sure, and every man felt that he was 
to receive Ms money as soon as it was 
earned. 


The meeting Saturday night was 


very large and was conducted' fairly 
and after the talking was finished the 
audience was invited to partake of re- 
freshments, which consisted of coffee 
and ham sandwiches in abundance, 
and the wind-up was orderly if not en- 
tirely satisfactory. So far there has 
been little or no advancement in favor 
of the operators or the strikers. 


Mitchell is still in command, his 


power is not yet shaken, the body and 
file still rely on his judgment. The 
manner in which they greeted him Sat- 
urday night leaves no thought as to 
that. They crowded around him,eager 
to shake his hand; recognized him as 
the pilot who had guided them safely 
through the storm. 


A careful examination of the labor 


associations throughout the city leaves 
little hope of changing, although yon 
hear it currently recited that 70,000 
bavc been influenced to go to work and 
that 70,700 places are ready for them. 
There is, however, no confirmation of 
these reports.

"Complete truthfulneis is one of thi 


rarest of virtues " Judging from thi 
conduct ol many who are conspicuoa 
in human affiirs, they prefer the truth 
where it answers their own purpose 
best, and falsehood where it does not 
Political leaders are often compared to 
great military 
monarchs. The like 


ness is remarkable in respect of knowl 
edge of affairs, practical wisdom, ad 
ministrative ability, and, alas ! of tha 
peculiar diabolical genius which doles 
out truth, or half-trnth, or fractiona 
truth, or untruth, in such measur 
and in such guise as in thair judgmen 
is most likely to compass contemplated 
aims. A false report, if believed dur 
ing a campaign, is of great service tc 
a political party, appears to be a polit 
ical maxim ascribed to the "machine 
in Pennsylvania. 
The virus is spread 


throughout the body politic. In party 
politics "forgers prefer to use the truth 
disguised to the gross fiction." Debate 
on bimetallic questions and on manu 
facturing, farming and industrial in 
terests furnish ample material fo 
illustration. 
Recent history, especial 


ly ol siege, battle and military ina 
nenvers, is rarely to be depended upon 
The history of our late civil war in 
nearest approximation to complete 
truthfulness is not likely to be written 
within the next hundred years. There 
are too many individual and family 
reputations at stake to admit free and 
full utterance of all the facts. In war 
and in peace some men seek through 
published falsehood to reach the! 
ends as architects in constructing 
arches, support them with cireula: 
props and pieces of timber until they 
are closed and support themselves 
then the props are thrown away. 


What is true of military, naval and 


political lying is also true of profess 
ional, fiscal and business falsehood 
Our political leaders, in many and por 
tentous instances, have infused thi 
spirit and practice of falsehood into 
state and national legislatures, defied 
the administration of justice, partition 
-id the territory of the republic among 
themselves, built up wealthy monop 
olies, condemned thriving industries to 
decay and death, seized arbitrary an< 
irresponsible power, exemplified the 
evils of luxury and of wealth illegit 
imately acquired, caused "speculative 
fevers and crises of maddening' and 
universal ruin." 


Of the fibbings, conventional false 


hoods, and white lies disfiguring and 
vitiating social intercourse and com- 
mon commercial transactions, 
it is 


enough to say" that they are in jarring 
discord with the purity and beauty, the 
probity and 
healthfulness of pure 


Christianity. 
Political lies impair 


private and public confidence, under 
mine faith in varacity and beneficence 
of public men, wither prudent frugal! 
ty and all the homely vi rtues, incita to 
wasteful extravagance and vitiate the 
public conscience while they harden 
the public heart and spread the deadly 
malaria of moral rottennesss wherever 
they go. In profound peace, under the 
government of wise, just and equal 
laws, and in relations which demand 
and imply mutual confidence and bene 
fection, every man ought to speak the 
truth, the whole truth and nothing 
but the truth, with his neighbor. Not 
to do so, but to do the opposite, is a 
crime against God and against society 
The strif: f jr leadership in re cent years, 
wi th its attendant corruptions, together 
with the betrayal of great pub ic i 
terests by men who have used tbeir 
preferment and power for selfish pu~- 
pnses, has broken the confidence of the 
masses. They "are at sea" between 
he great political parties. 
They 


know the methods of the caucus and 
the convention 
and 
distrust 
the 


leaders, so that politics has become 
largely the strife of demagogues and 
their "heelers" for public patronage 
Men are in politics for the money 
there is in it and the big plums go to 
the men who have the largest bank 
accounts.

Philadelphia. Oct. 27— The most sin- 


gular and suggestive development of

candidate of his party machine for gov- 
ernor, or sharply refuses to "talk poli- 
tics," and turns away in transparent 
disgust when his name is mentioned. 
In the whole history of Pennsylvania 
politics there has never been such a 
monumental failure, as his own advo- 
cate, as Pennypacker. Had he remain- 
ed upon the bench, kept his mouth 
shut, looked wise and destroyed or se- 
curely hidden, every copy of the stupid 
and abusive Quay book he is respon- 
sible for, he would have polled thous- 
ands of votes, even as the pliant crea- 
ture of the boss, that will now be turn- 
ed indignantly against him. This 1» 
the sentiment everywhere expressed, 
even amongst those who have looked 
on from a distance. 


What the People Think. 


Face to face with the people the ex- 


judge has chilled his would-be sup- 
porters, driven away the doubtful, fear- 
fully discredited himself with Intelli- 
gent men, and unconsciously revealed 
his absolute lack of tne qualities de- 
manded in a high executive office and 
shown 
his pitiable subserviency 
to 


everything representing Quayism and 
all that it stands for. All sorts of ex- 
planations have been given, but th« 
true one simply is, this man had been 
placed upon a pedestal where he did 
not belong.
